Feb. 18 — An In­ 
creased production in cotton this 
year is out of the question, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Bradford Knapp, who re­ 
cently resigned ae chief of the office 
of extension work in the south with 
the department of agriculture to be­ 
come dean of the college of agricul­ 
ture, university of Arkansas 
* J T he " S p e n c e s of 191* ought to 
teach southern cotton farmers that 
they cannot handle, with their pres­ 
ent supply of labor, an increased 
acreage in cotton, the labor is not 
th ere/’ writes Dr. Knapp in one of 
his last woks before leaving the de- 
partment of agriculture, entitled, 
kafe farming in the Southern states 
in 1920." 
"By ‘safe farm ing/ ” gays 
Dr. I 
Knapp, 
ig meant a system which 
maintains soil fertility, produces the 
food and feed for the people and the 
livestock in sufficient quantities to 
nsure a comfortable surplus and pro­ 
duces cotton as a strictly cash crop." 
"Is ‘safe farming’ thus defined 
needed in the south in 1920?" asks 
department 
of 
agriculture. 
There are probably those who think 
not 
Cotton i8 so high—so much 
higher than it ever was before. The 
supply is apparently so short— the 
cotton mills of the world so greatly 
in need of cotton, is it not a time 
-—the once in a lifetime—when the 
farmer can turn his whole energy to 
cotton and make a ‘killing?’ W ith­ 
out specifically asking the question 
Dr. Knapp answers it. His word to 
the farmers of the south is that the 
Plan followed the last few years is 
still good. The only safe plan for 
farmers, and bankers, is to insist 
upon a safe farming porgram.

However, be 
thinks It is quite a distinct disease, 
as it is contund chiefly to adults 
and does not leave the serious ef­ 
fects of cerebrospinal meningitis. 
The malady has been dignosed bi 
widely scattered parts of the world 
in 1917, 1918 and 1919. At least 
IOO cases were reported from Eng­ 
lish cities in 1918, but it died out 
in June. Until this year it had not 
been reported in Italy since 1889 
and 1890, when It appeared in Man­ 
tua. Many persons died then after 
a fews days, sometimes even hours, 
of lethargic sleep which could not 
be overcome. Bulgaria also had an 
epidemte at that time, and cases oc­ 
culted in the United States. 
In most cases the illness begins 
with mental depression, which is fol­ 
lowed by sleepiness which devel­ 
ops into complete prostration. Droop­ 
ing eyelids and frequently a cross­ 
ing of the eyes occur. Loud talk 
and even shaking will not arouse 
patients suffering acutely with the 
malady, who answer incoherently to 
all inquiries and fall immediately 
into sleep again. The face is general­ 
ly colorless and devoid of expression. 
Professor Sanarelli is a member 
of the faculty of the University of 
Bologna and was formerly professor 
of micro-bidogy and public hygiene 
at the University of Montevideo. He 
was also formerly under secretary 
of Btate for agriculture in Italy.

Professor Sanarelli, who has been 
studying the disease, says that the 
best way to avoid sleeping sickness 
i sto keep the powers of resis­ 
tance up to the highest point, as it 
seems to attack chiefly persons who 
are in a rundown condtion. He also 
warns the public not to be unduly 
alarmed about the disease, and says 
he is unwilling to concede 
it 
is 
highly communicable or contagious 
until the actual cause of the malady 
is determined. And he does not think 
the germ will be discovered until at­ 
ter extensive experimentation with 
the brains of monkeys, such an ex- 
penisve work that it can be carried 
out only with fthe aid of the mil­ 
lions of some philanthropic million­ 
aire like John D. Rockefeller. 
Professor Sanarelli says because 
of the sporadic apppearance of the 
disease it is reasonable to assume 
many persons carry the germs but 
are immune to the disease until 
there is some sudden let down in 
their physical condition which over­ 
comes their power of resistance. As

ance at the same season as infan-

Panama. The resolution of the Co­ 
lombian Senate reads: 
’’This day being the sixteenth an­ 
niversary of the rebellion of Pana­ 
ma, fomented and supported by the 
government of the United States 
of America, with manifest infraction 
* of a public treaty, the Senate of the 
republic interprets public opinion in 
declaring, once more, that the rights 
of Colombia over the Isthmus of 
Panama are imprescriable, and in 
protesting, as it does protest, before 
the civilized world, 
against 
the 
causes which have impeded the use 
and defense of its rights. 
“Colombia re-affirms solemnly to­ 
day its rights to all and each one 
of. the portions of territory bestow­ 
ed upon it by its liberators, and* 
whatever be the answer which time 
shall bring to the hopes of revindi­ 
cation, that its cause is the cause of 
justice and civilization, that of the 
sovereignty and integrity of nations. 
“The Senate, in making this pro­ 
test abd these declarations, express­ 
es the wish to see substituted by the 
action of equity and justice the pro­ 
ceedings which have 
limited 
and 
made nugatory the rights of weak 
nations.” 
The resolution of the House, ex­ 
pressing similar 
sentiments, 
com­ 
plains against the failure 
of 
the 
United States Senate to approve the 
treaty of April 6, 1914, and pro­ 
tests against the proposed celebra­ 
tion of a new pact “quite foreign” 
to the April 6 convention. 


By the treaty of April 6, 1914, 
the United States would have ex­ 
pressed “regret” and paid Colombia 
$25,000,000 for its action in Pana- 
; ma. That treaty has not been ap-
